nesses the Drowning of Two of His 
Children—Ineffectual Attempt at Ees- 
cue—Recovery of the Bodies.

MILWAUKEE, Ang. 10.—Through the 


capsizing of a sail boat on Pewaukee lake 
Sunday afternooa three young ladies and 
one young gentleman, tho latter a brother 
o! one of the young ladies, were drowned. 
Tiro other young ladies and one gent e- 
man were rescued. 
The drowned were 


Smma Barth, aged 18 years, Albert Barth, 
aged 20 years, Martha Kindling, aged 19 
years. Belle Siegler, aged 17 years. The 
rescneA were Laura Barth, Berth Kind- 
ling and Thomas W. Wright. 
All o£ the 


roung people were residents of Milwaukee, 
ito brother and sister who were drowned 
being the children of Peter Barth, a whole- 
tale liquor dealer, whose home is at 330 
Madison street. Miss Kindling was tho 
daughter of Louis Kindling of 214 Ban- 
over street, one of the largest cigar manu- 
facturers In the city. 
Miss Siegler was 


the daughter of ex-School Commissioner 
Leopold Siegler of 930 Muskego avenue. 


A Sail Suggested. 


Pewaukee lake; the scene ot the acci- 


lent, is the largest of the famous chain of 
lakes of Wankesha county, and is about 
twenty miles west of Milwaukee. 
Its 


shores are dotted with the summer homes 
of many Milwaukeeans, among them 
Mr. Barth, whose cottage is on Bocky 
Point, one of the most beautiful spots on 
Pewaukee's 
picturesque 
shores. 
The 


Misses Kindling and Miss Siegler were 
the guests of the Misses Barth at their 
summer home Sunday. The day at Pe- 
wankee was uncomfortably hot, aud 
after dinner some one suggested a sail on 
the lake, which every one of the young 
people agreed would be delightful, and 
wren of them crowded into the sailboat. 
There were the two Misses Barth aud 
their brother, the two Misses Kindling, 
Miss • Siegler. and 
Mr. 'Wright. Young 


Barth was handling the soils. 


Capsizing of tbe Boat. 


The start was made shortly after 2 


o'clock. Hardly was the boat under way 
when the sudden screams coming from the 
lake startled every one on shore. As all 
eyes turned toward the lake nothing was 
to be seen of the little sailboat but her 
mast sticking out of the water within 300 
feet of the shore, while floundering about 
in the water could only be seen two of the 
young ladies. This was the heartrending 
scene which met the eyesof Mr. Barth and 
the other members of his family ashore 
while they thought of the three members 
of their own family and the others' who 
were tbc*« in the lakw-It-was butamo- 
ment after tbe first screams were heard 
before half e, dozen rowboats from the 
shores of neighboring cottages were being 
pnUed with all physical strength o£ their 
occupants to the rescue. The first boat to 
reach 
the scene of the accident was 


manned by August Liuenzma.nn and \Vill 
Gerlach, who hastily dragged into their 
boat the two ladies who were still afloat. 
Miss Laura Barth and Miss Bertha Kind- 
ling. 


Rescue of Thomas Wright. 


As the second boat manned by Edward 


Rohan, a Milwaukee jeweler, reached the 
•ceue, Thomas Wright came to the sur- 
face and he was quickly rescued by Mr. 
Rohan. As the other boats came up the 
lurface of the lake was anxiously scanned 
for others to come up, but not one of 
the four others floated after the boat 
ank with them. As they were supposed 
o have been held down in some way by 
he boat a line was quickly passed around 
he spsr and the sunken sailboat was 
owed into shallower water, when some 
expert swimmers dived down into her 
without finding any of the missing ones. 
Thomas Wright, who was among the res- 
ned, was a good swimmer. After he 
ooked around him when the boat cap- 
ilzed and saw that some of his cornpan- 
ons were missing he dived deep Into 
he water. The white dress of one of the 
•oung ladies on the bottom met his eyes 
.ad he tried to reach her, but the air in 
lis lungs gave out and he was forced to 
some to the surface and abandon her to 
ler fate.Searching for the Bodies. 


The search for the bodies was a long 


one. and, after an hour had passed with- 
jut finding a trace of them, the Milwaukee 
x>lice were telephoned to for grappling 
rona.. Three policemen, with a team and 
[tappling irons, were hurriedly dispatched 
o the scene of the accident, but did not 
reach there until after b o'clock. 
In the 


itime, or after nearly a three hours' 


aearch, the four bodies were recovered. 
There was a most effecting scene as the 
wdles were landed at the Barth cottage, 
where were gathered the relatives of the 
dead as well as tbe companions who had 
BO nearly shared the same 
fate. 
An 


undertaker left here at 8:30 o'clock Sun- 
day night with lour coffins in which the 
jodles will be brought here. 


An Overloaded Boat. 


The boat in which the accident occurred 


was a large yawl fitted up as a sailboal 
and carried a large quantity of stone. It 
a the general opinion that the boat wo: 
overloaded, and in jibing it suddenly flllec 
with water, which, with the heavy weight 
It was carrying besides ite ballast, causec 
it to sink. It is said that the same boat 
capsized Saturday evening with young 
Barth and his sister, the same two 
drowned Sunday, and that Earth rescnei 
bis sister. The news of the accident wil 
be B sorrowful affliction to the many 
friends of t^ie young people, all of whom 
were very well known and wore par- 
ticularly prominent in German society 
circles.

welve years. "In 1870," said Mr. Page, 
I resided on a farm on the old Bay road, 
ot far distant from the Mansfield, Mass., 
ne. At a social party in Norton I be- 
anie acquainted with Miss Clara Barker, 
vho was visiting in the town. It was a 
jise of love at first sight. During her 
tay in the village I made frequent calls 
ipon her, and upon her return to Rox- 
lury a daily correspondence was carried 
n. My parents noticed that all was not 
ightwithme. I had lost all interest in 
he farm work. I told them o£ niy love 
or Clara and that we were to be married, 
ly father expressed himself iu decided 
erms against the union. 


Married an Got Cold Shoulder. 


'Mr. Barker was also bitterly opposed 


,o the match. Uuder a pretense of visit- 
ng friends Miss Barker left her home, 
nd, meeting me at Taunton, we jour- 
neyed to Pawtucket, R, I., where we were 
married. The following day 1 took my 


ifo to the homestead of my parents. I 
was met at the door by my father, who 


refused me entrance. We came to Boston 
and went out to the home of the Barkers. 
Mrs. Barker received us in a friendly 
manner, but Mr. Barker, upon his return 
icrne and being informea of his daugh- 
er's union, gave.vent to his passion, and 
ordered her out of the house. I came to 
Boston, rented a room and obtained em- 
loyment at Littlefteld's machine repair- 
ng shop on Sudbury street. There I re> 
mained for a year. 


Concludes to Go West and Grow .Cp. 
"A party of young people whose ac- 
[uaintance I had formed were about to 
tart for the west, and I joined them. My 
irst landing place was St. Joseph, Mo., 
where I remained six months, finding 
ilenty of work and good remuneration. 
A party here were about to start a train 
and squat upon land in the territory, and 


joined them. 
A baggage train was 


ortned and we started for homes and laud 
if our own. After a travel of nearly three 
weeks we halted, aud our party was di- 
'ided into sections and took possession. 


4 
Makes a Home and Prospers. 


"Rude homes were bnilt wdistance of 


about a quarter of a mile apart. I was 
oon the owner of a fine herd. The land 
vas productive, the climate genial. Here 
we lived in peace aud comfort, and two 
plump, healthy baby girls were added to 
mr family, which served to make our 
ude home a paradise. We had been in 
this section about six years, and were on 
'riendly terms with a tribe of Indians 
vho lived about twenty miles away and 


would occasionally pay us visits, my 


wife exchanging some of the products ot 
our land for ornamental work. 
They 


seemed to think much of her and would 
pet our darlings, taking them in their 
inns and running fast with them upon 
their backs, but quickly returning. 


Work of White niooclthirstiness. 


"A caravan, in passing through our 


settlement, saw some of the Indians and 
Ired upon them. They fled, and the next 
lay returned in their war paint. My 
ittle horn e was burned to the ground, 
nyself and family taken captives and car- 
ried some fifty miles away. There I was 
xmnd to a tree. My wife was taken with 
hysteria and died before my eyes. My 
children were carried.away, and 1 was left 
to perish. 
Here I remained for nearly 


two days, when some cowboys who were 
returning from a cattle drive saw me, cut 
;be rawhide which bound me, and I went 
with them. A few days' travel brought 
us to a mining camp, where there were 
traces of civilization. 
Hfrc I joined a 


irospecting band. We were fortunate at 
every turn. 


Made n Fortune at Mining. 


'Manv mines were opened under our su- 


pervision, and representatives of capital- 
ists were at our heels without stint for 
the workings. Miners were drawn from 
tbe surrounding sections, large wages be- 
ing offered them. Our party would sell 
for part cash, retaining a goodly number 
of shares in the companies. In » few 
years I had amassed a fortune on paper, 
and upon making it known that I was to 
leave this section for the east I was be- 
sieged by parties desirous of purchasipg 
my stock, the greater part of which I 
sold, taking in exchange drafts on bank- 
ing houses both in San Francisco and New 
York." 


Hears News of His Children. 


Mr. Page arrived in Boston in April of 


the present year. He had exhausted every 
effort out west in the attempt to learn 
what had become of his children, but on 
making inquiries concerning the fate of 
the Pages, the following letter was shown 
him dated Near Fort Garland, Indian 
Reservation. Aug. 6, 188S: "I have just ro 
turned from the Indian settlement of the 
Urases. While there I saw two beautiful 
white girls. They informed me in broken 
English that their father and mother had 
been put to death by the Utes, and their 
grandparents bore your name and lived in 
Roxbury Mass. 
CHAHLES PINCKNET." 


A Happy Reunion at Last. 


This letter was shown to Mr. Page, and 


I B was frantic with joy. A friend ac- 
nmpanied him to the office ofaprovin- 
lial lawyer, who wrote a letter to an at- 
lorney at Washington relating the cir- 
cumstances of the cose and desiring him 
to consult the commissioner relative to 
the case.. Mr. Page soon received the nec- 
essary papers and left for Fort Brown 
from where, with guides and interp reter, 
he visited the reservation near Fort Gar- 
laud and regained possession of his chil- 
dren. The father and daughters arrived 
In Boston Thursday and proceeded at 
once to the house of the Barkers.
